An interesting recital of. events ot a 


trip from New York to Vladivostok, 
by way ot the Panama Canal, is re- 
lated by Paul E. Keffer.of tie United 
States Ship South Dakota in a letter 
to James Beatty, correspondent tor 
Tie Courier at Dickerson Run. Among 
other things he tells of a ball at 
Shanghai, China, wiere the members 
of the crew met with tie ftrst white 
girie in three months. There was a 
"girl- for every fellow," says Keffer. 
His letter, dated -March 2, follows: 


"Friend Jim:—Just a few lines to 


let you .know that the old flagship, 
South Dakota, is still afloat. Jim, we 
surely are having a fine cruise out 
here in the Asiatics. We left New 
York September 12,1919, and from the 
15th of September to January 2, 1920, 
we have hit quite a number of ports, 
and I think along in aboui July or 
tAugust we^vill go through the Suez 
Canal, and if \ve-do that, Jim, we are 
about to hit "Spain and back across to 
New York. Then I pan say I jave been 
around this old globe. 


•. "The day before we came through the 


Panama Canal we took on ::.30U tons 
ot coal jn Colon. We cam>; through 
the canal and tanded in Ba.boa. We 
stayed there fora week or tuo. We all 
went to Panama City, and from Pana- 
ma we sailed-for Wukuhiva. remaining 
there just a, tew hours. No one went 
aahore but the admiral and chief of 
stair. Captain DeWitt Blamer. We sail- 
ed from there tor the Galapagos Is- 
lands. " woioh consists of eight large 
islands. We went on a hike on every 
one ot them. It took us six days to 
sail around them. There «as not a 
soul to be seen and nothing but moun 
tains and trees. You could iiot see the 
tops of the mountains as they were al 
above tbe clouds. Some nice sight,, be 
liere me. 
• : 


"When we left tfie Galapagos 


sailed for TahiU. We all wont ashore 
there and had a very fine lime. Jim 
the roads were only threa feet wide 
No p1ac« there for a 'tin lizzie.' Wi 
sailed from Tahiti and went to Tago 
Pago, a 'small island situated abou 
500 miles dwtant. We took stores in 
Pago Pago, for we were jus; about ou 
of supplies. "We stayed there Tor five 
days. There was no liber'.y in tha 
port. We sailed from there to Samoa 
J:m, that place isvsurejy & clean is- 
land. Tbe whole crew, wanted to stay 
•therer Iftook-us a week to put aboan 
2,100 tons of coal—all of it was pu 
on by band and dish" automobiles, 
guess you know what I mean by~disb 
automobiles. 


"We stayed there for 10 daye after 


coaling, and then sailed tot Manila. 
On our way from Samoa we crosset 
the equatorl .That is when we bad 
some fun, believe me. All eijoyed thai 
clay. The sea was rough and we pullec 
oft the Neptune pjjty. About half of 
1:5 were just through the mill. - 


"We were at sea for 17 (lays before 


landing in Manila, sighting no land on 
our way from Samoa. Wi stayed in 
Manila for two weeks, took aboard 
more stores and coal and then sailed 
for Olongapo, P. 1. We remained there 
a month, painted our snip and did 
rorue repair work and sailed again for 
Ma-jila. We remained at Manila four 
days, taking aboa'rd mors coal and 
stores, and than sailed for Yokohama, 
Japan. There ne had a swell time 


" All went ashore. We stayed, three 


weeks, and then sailed fo- Shanghai 
L'h.na, 


f"Vfe held a ball there tor the ship's 
company. All Americans attended the 
ball and, Jim, can you imagine, there 
•a as a girl for every felloe. None of 
tlit- crew had seen a wh te ffirl for 
three long months. It surely was a 
home in Shanghai for the Sonth Da- 
kota bunch. We stayed ia Shanghai 
for five weeks and then sailed for 
Vladivostok. Siberia—and liereVe are 
today. 
Only 11 below zero. 
Some 


cold, believe me. We !ia.*e ueen up 
here for two months, but I guess we 
leave this week. Well, Jim, I guess I 
had better bring this to a close and 
safe something to write tti you again.
